The  words  of  a  recently  popular  song  went  something  like  this:  "Wishing  will  make  it  so."  But 
William  Penn  students  have  discovered  for  themselves  that  the  dreams  of  life — the  goals  and  the  ideals — 
can  never  be  achieved  by  mere  wishing.

Although  winning  but  four  of 
their  fourteen  contests,  the  Pennmen  proved  to  be  a  colorful  team  and  though  losing  to  the  conference 
power-houses  by  top  heavy  scores,  made  their  opponents  go  all  out  in  every  game.
